Later, he shifted to Bombay and 
became one of the leading lawyers. 

Quaid-e-Azam was a great freedom fighter. In those days, the Indian National Congress was 
striving for freedom from British rule in India. Mr. Jinnah became its member and started 
eos for the freedom of the country. In 1906, All Indian Muslim League was formed to 
safeguard the Muslims’ rights. Mr. Jinnah also fought for the rights of the Muslims.
